distributing other advertising mat-
ter as may seem feasible to the
directors of the Chamber of,Com-
merce, the fund to remain in the
city treasury and to be expended
as bills are presented and audited
in the regular mann

Survey Is Needed

In making the appropriation
members of the board were cogni-
zant of the fact that a properly
compiled industrial survey is es-
sential to the work of securing new
industries for this city.

Secretary Carl Hyde has already
started collecting data  necessary
for the preparation of the survey.

When the survey is completed a
definite campaign will be con-
ducted for the purpose of securing
new ' industries.

Dircetors of the Chamber have
long felt the need of a substantial
advertising fund which would en-
able them to carry the message of
Toryance as an industrial center to
industrial executives who are seek-
ing sites in the' Southland,
